GEN. GRANT. 


His Physicians Pronounce His 
Hopeless. — 


PATHETIC ACCOUNT OF HIS CONDITION. 


The Tumor in His Mouth Proves to be a 
True Cancer —He Can Live But 
a Few Months. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
New York, Feb, 28.—In regard to Gen- 
eral Grant’s health, Colonel Frederick 
Grant said toa Post reporter-this after- 
noon: ‘‘My father is a very sick man, 
there is no usein longer denying the fact. 
We have made every effort to keep the 
true facts from the public, because we 
knew that as soon as it should become 
known he was dangerously ill there would 
be hundreds of letters coming in with 
every mail.and this would only excite him 
and make his case less hopeful. My 
father has had little rest forthe past fe w 
nights. He was up and about the 


room for a little while yesterday, 
and we hope to get him up 
again to-day, but he 1a suffering constant 
pain in the earand head. For any facts 
concerning the nature of his disease, I 
refer you to his physicians; the doctors 
who are attending him are Dr. Fordyce 
Barker, Dr. J. H. Douglas and Dr. H. B. 
Sands, of this city, and Dr. T. M. 
Merker, of Philadelphia.”’ 

. Dr. Douglas said: ‘I am in nowise 
responsible for the rose-colored report 
that appeared in the Medical Journal 
last week. Two days before the report 
was published, I had a conversation with 
Dr. Sands, at General Grant's house. 
The result of the consultation was that 
we both decided that the cancerous 
growth at the root of the tongue was 
hardening and steadily, growing worse. 
A microscopical examination by experts 
proved beyond doubt a case of malignant 
epithelial growth, General Grant 
is a very sick man. [ think there is 
little or ho hope that he willrecover. He 
is breaking down, but has displayed much 
courage. In less than a month he has 
done as much as six or eight hours of 
work aday, but he has had little sleep 
for the past eight days. We have tried to 
keep the knowledge of his true condition 
from the General, because he had so many 
other trials to bear. He takes nourish- 
ment every day in liquid form. He can 
not eat solid food because he has lost all 
his teeth. They were extracted in the 
hope of easing the pain in his face. This 
pain, although it resembles neuralgia, is 
not that pure and simple, but is 
reflection pain caused by the cancer in 
the throat. He has been suffering from 
severe pain in the right ear and on the 
top of the head. To ease this his head is 
kept wrapped in hot flannels, I cannet 
say how near death is. He may live for 
months yet, as men suffering from this 
disease have done, but I do not think 
there is any hope that he will ever re- 
cover.” 


FORTY-EIGHTH CONGEESS. 


Senate. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 28.— Mitchell offered 
the following preamble and resolution: 

Wuereas, Their commercial value is so 
far depreciated that the standard silver 
dollars coined under the act of 1878 are 
now worth but 82 cents in open market; 
and 


Wuereas, -The continued coinage of 
such depreciated dollars, nowfamounting 
to nearly $200,000,000, seriously threatens 
the stspension of gold payment by the 
government from the necessity and con- 
sequent banishment of gold coin from 
active circulation; therefore 

Resolved, That the Committee on 
Finance be and hereby is instructed 
forthwith to prepire and report to the 
Senate a proper bill to provide for the 
immediate suspension of the coinage 
of silver dollars, and (for the 
resumption of such coinage whenever 
tue commercial value of the standard 
dollars aforesaid shall rise to within five 
per cent. of par with the standard. gold 
dollars of the United States,” 

Mitchell asked unanimous consent to 
have the resolution considered at once 
and to have read in connection with the 
resolution a very important letter 
from distinguished person [mean- 
ing the letter of the President- 
elect] which had just been published on 
the silver question. Objection was made 
by Harris, Maxey, Cameron, of Wiscon— 
sin, and others, both to the reading of 
the letter and to the present consideration 
of the resolution. The matter therefore. 
went over one day under the rules. — 

The possibility of an extra session was 
again the subject of comment among 
Congressmen. Secretary McCulloch said 
to-day, in speaking of the silver question, 
| that, while he regretted the action of the 
House, he thought there was no danger of 
the country being brought to a silver 
standard at an early lay. The conditidn 
of the country now, he added, is favorable 
for the maintenance of the gold standard 
inasmuch as the balance of trade is in our 
favor and there is no prospect of its being 
against us for some months to come, be- 
sides there is a large amount of gold in 
this céuntry outside of what is held 
by the Government and banks, and 
the little disposition on the part of the 
American people to hoard their money, 


; House. 

Wassinaton, Feb. 2%-—In the House, 
Hancock moved to suspend the rules, so 
that the House could go into Committee 
of the Whole on the fortification bill, the 
general debate being limited to two hours. 
The motion was agreed to, and the House 
went into committee as indicated, with 
Blount in the chair. 

Rosecrans favored the committee bill. 

Keifer, omitting mention of the fortifi- 


cation bill, addressed his remarks to the 
silver question, and found fault with 
Cleveland’s letter. It was assumed in 
that letter that unless the coinage of sil- 
ver was suspended the time would come 
when there would not be enough gold in 
the Treasury to redeem all greenbacks. 
He had supposed that the greenbacks 
might be redeemed at the pleasure of the 
Government, in gold or silver coin. 

Thomas said: ‘‘While the Committee on 
the Fortification bill purported to appro- 
priate $90,000, in reality it appropriated 
$3,600,000 and enabled the American gun 
burster, Norman Wiard, to buy guns 
from the United States at on> fourth of a 
cent a pound, and after a slight change 
sell them back at five cents a pound.”’ 

Dorsheimer thought the speech made 
this morning by Horr, in eulogy of 
Cleveland, indicated that that gentieman 
was coming over to the Democratic party. 
The public act of the President-elect, 
which had been the subject of the gentle- 
man’s eulogy, was a letter addressed to 
certain members of the House. He 
agreed with the gentleman that the letter 
contained abundance of sound doctrine, 
but he would have preferred that the 
President-elect had done what he had no 
doubt he would do on the first occasion 
offered him, viz: suggest to Congress 
some practical methed by which the cir- 
culation as coin of the two metals could 
be reconciled and maintainéd, for he did 
not believe it to be desirable or possible 
that silver should be demonetized in this 
country. On the other hand he thought 
it the part of statesmanship to recognize 
the fact which existed and to bring about 
a reconciliation between the two cur- 
rencies by a reconsideration of the ratio 
of their value. In his judgment the true 
solution of the question was to make a 
silver doliar the equal of a gold dollar. 
Ifa silver dollar were made equal toa 
gold dollar, there would be no reason for 
the placing of any restriction whatever on 
its coinage, and indeed in this cuse it 
might be safe to make silver the sole 
foundation of the paper monéy of the 
country. 

Horr was not rised that the gentle- 
man from New York should think he was 
about to go over to the Democratic party, 
because he remembered ‘that not very 
long ago, the gentleman was 4 rousing 
good Republican (laughter), but that was 
not his style. He did not see why the 
gentleman shog]d complain because he 
(Horr) was able to discover a little com- 
mon sense in oue Dem - dn the 
House, if the Democrats had taken his 
advice they would not have given their 
President thus early the black eye they 
had administered the other day. The 
President’‘had not deserved it. . 

Warner (of Ohio) who was the recipient 
of Cleveland’s letter, thought that as the 
silver question had been imported into 
this discussion it would not be ont of 
place to saya word in reply. The silver 
question was an economic question, and 
not a political one. It was not a 
question to be settled by mere 
opinion. It wag well understood that 

e President-elect had different views on 
that question from many members in the 
house. Distinguished representatives 


held different views from the majority of 


their party. Itwas aquertion of mone- 
tary science and nothing else. One word 
as to the alarm which has been sent 
throughout the country as to the crisis 
which was to come as a result of the con- 
tinual coinage of silver. Notwithstanding 
the care with which the letter referred to 
had been prepared, notwithstanding the 
candor with which the views of the Presi- 
dent-elect had been formulated in this 
particular, he was mistaken. The condi- 
tion of things which was predicted in the 
public press as about to take place, was 
an impossibility. It was a condition of 
things which never had taken place in any 
country in the world. With a carrency 
of $750,000 000 it was impossible that this 
currency should go below par of gold. It 
was notin the power of all the banks ip 
this country, aided by all the banks of 
London, to put gold to a premium and 
keep it there so long as the volume of 
money war kept down, aside from gold, to 
$750,000, 000. 

The motion was read and the par- 
agraphs were stricken out which pre- 
scribe the calibre of the guns to be 
manufactured and the manner in which 
they shall be tested. The committee 
then rose and reported the bill to the 
House and it passed. This is the last of 
the appropriation bills. The House 
agreed to the Senate amendment striking 
out the clause of the Army Appropriation 
bill permitting courts-martial to hold 
their sessions at-such hours as they see 
fit. Adjourned. 


THE CONGO CONFERENCE. 


fhe Part the United States Teok 
ia it, 
WasHincton, Feb. 28.—In presenting a 
resulntion regarding the Congo confer- 
ence to the House the majority report of 
the committee says: While not unmind- 
ful of the conspicuous part American en- 
terprise,’ energy and skill have taken in 
the development of Africa, your commit- 
tee is of the opinion, if such action is ac- 
quiescéd in without protest on the part of 


the legislative branch ot the Government, 
it might become the beginning of a new 
departure in the foreign policy of the 
United States and might engraft upon the 
peaceful precedents of our diplomacy a 
precedent which would live to be- 
come pregnant with foreign dis- 
cord and domestic tnrest. 
information on the subject which 
has been communicated to this committee 
it is impossible to precisely ascertain the 
purposes of the Congo Conference and the 
conclusions it has reached. Your com- 
mittee has given serious consideration to 
the subject. with due regard to its grav- 
ity. The new departure from the history 
and traditions of our Governmenitin the 
deliberation of European conflicts and 
interests, and especially of all con- 
ferences of European nations, might 
lead to disturbances in foreign nations, 
and affect the settlement of questions 
in which the Government has no interest. 
Your committee, in the light of all 
knowledge in its possession, can only 
express the opinion that they can find no 
sufficient reason for the participation of 
the Government of the United States inthe 
Congo Conference, and for the departure 
from the established political doctrines 
and policy of this Government from its 
formation, and therefore confine them- 
selves to declaring they cannot approve 
of the fact that our Government was at 
all represented in the Congo Conference, 
and recommend the adoption of this 
resolution. 

The minority report was signed by Rep- 
resentatives Belmont, Clements, Cox and 
Stewart, and says: ‘‘While concurring 
in the views expressed in the report of the 
committee, we do not consider those opin- 
ions are fully carried out in the resolution 
accompanying that report. Representa- 
tive Belmont algo submitted an exhaustive 
report in which he invites the attention of 
the House to the warnings of Washington 
and Jefferson against political connections 
or ‘entangling alliances” with foreign 
nations, to the Monroe doctrine and the 


Panama and to the refusal of President 
Pierce and Secretary Marcy to enter the 
Copenhagen conference, relative to Amer- 
ican shipping. The report considers at 
length the suggestion of Secretary Fre- 
linghuysen that the assemblage at Berlin 
was a conference and not a congress, and 
says the problem presented at the confer- 
ence was really ‘‘a European broil” grow- 
ing out of “the scramble in Africa’’ by 
colonizing powers, and comments on the 
position and the policy of the United 
States in respect to European ambitions 
and arrangements in Africa, or elsewhere 
on that continent.

States in accepting the invitations of Ger- 
many and France to participate in the 
International Conference at Berlin, in- 
stoad of declining the same, as tending tow 
a reversal of our traditional established 
and approved foreign policy.’

AN IRISH BRIGADE. 


The Fenians Preparfng to Send the 
Mahdi Substantial Assistance, 
Cuicaco, Feb. 28:—According to the 
circumstantial narrative to appear in the 
Inter-Ocean to-morrow, the Fenian organ- 
ization has been revived in this country 
and an actual movement been pat on foot 
to organize two or more full regiments of 
1000 men each, for service in the Soudan, 
to operate with the Mahdi against the 
British.

‘supervision of the ward, and of all 
affairs connected therewith, which you 
see at once is quite another arrange— 
ment than that contemplated by 
yourself.”

the Santa Fe Ring—let go at Webb as 
hard as they knew how; but he knocked 
them ail silly ina few rounds, except 
one or two that hadn’t sense enough to 
know when they were buried. From 
letting the Colonel alone, nearly every 
paper in the Territory has at last come 


over to his side, for he has 
waked the people up so _ that 
Ring organs are no go, It has 


been due solely to Webb’s skill and 
valor, too—for in this fight he has held 
his hfe in his hands every hour—that 
New Mexico is at last on her feet, ready 
to shake off forever the strong clutch of 
the garroters. Last winter he went to 
Washington the Ist of December, and 
was there till the following July, 
trying to waken the sleepy authorities. 
All this time Mrs. Webb was lett in 
Golden, to fight the Ring alone, It 
would not do to let the Retort die at 
that crisis, for it was the one medium 
through which could be presented to 
the public the cause of the people 
against their oppressors. Mrs. Webb 
knew nothing of running a paper, and 
there wasn’t a typo or pressman within 
20 miles; but this delicate little lady 
went at the obstacle and cleared it. She 
learned to stick type herself, and taught 
a green young miner, and between them 
they got up a well-printed, creditable 
paper, with editorials that 4 
BURNT LIKE FIRE, 
and never missed an issue during the 
Colonel’s absence. Webb was no slouch 
on feeding the foe with brimstone; but 
that 90-pound wife of his went him 
about twenty better. In that day of ex- 
citement and deep danger when every 
man in Golden packed a six-shooter 
around his wast, and several attempts 
were made to assassinate 
who had been particularly obnoxious to 
the Ring,and no one knew what the day 
would bring forth, ,the sight of that 
quiet, fragile, but thorough-bred lady 
defying the power that handled the 
whole Territory, and exposing the whole 
range of official villainy; is as true a 
picture of heroism as 1 know of. That 
was sand, and no mistake. The Retort 
ceased publication this fall, its mission 
fulfilled; and Colonel Webb is now ed- 
iting the Las Vegas Gazette. He is 
idolized by all classes, save the poli-| 
ticians and monopolists, and is without 
doubt the most popular man in the 
Territory. It isa lucky thing, in more 
ways than One, that none of the many 
schemes to compass his death sur- 
ceeded. If that brave champion of the 
people had been foully dealt with, there 
wouldn’t have been enough left of 
Santa Fé to swear by, and the dwarfed 
pifons around that valley would have 
borne many a ghastly pendant. The 
Retort was to New Mexico what the 
little Monitor was to this nation in the 
Rebellion. |

Corinth, October 4 and 5; Murfrees-— 
boro, December 31; and having 
gained decisive victories against su- 
perior ferces, in each, he re- 
ceived the thanl& of Congress for his 
conduct. After his defeat of General 
Bragg at Murfreesboro he held him in 
check for neariy s1x months. On June 
28, 1863, he moved ctr Gen. Bragg, 


compelled him to retreat to Chatta- 
nooga, and eventually succeeded in 
overcoming that General in a series of 
maneuvers. General Rosecrans was 
soon after relieved of his command, 
and spent some time in Cincinnati. 
He was assigned to the command of 
the Department of the Missouri Janu- 
ary 28,1864. He was relieved from 
active command December 9, 1864, 
and atthe close of the war made ap- 
plication for a year’s leave of absence, 
which he spent in exploring the min- 
ing regions on the Pacific coast. 

In 1868 President Johnson appoint- 
ed him United States Minister to 
Mexico, but he wus recalled soon after 
President Grant’s accession. He was 
sent to Congress from California, and 
was one of the principal opponents to 
the Grant retirement bill. :

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


Influence of Hous¢ Plants—Dr.J. M. 
Anders has reached conclusions that 
only flowering plants, grown in 
well-lighted places, generate ozone; 
and that the most odorous flowers 
produce the greatest quantity. The 
ozone attacks the organic matter of 
the air and by oxidation renders it 
inert. Dr. Anders does not doubt that 
flowering plants 1n clear weather give 
off enough of this natural purifying 
agent to be of hygenic value in-doors. 
Foliage plants, although yielding no 
ozone, may be of advantage 1n contrib- 
uting to the maintenance of a health- 
ful degree of humidity in the atmos- 
phere of rooms. 

Smoking Again Investigated — By a 
long series of experiments, a Russian 
physician, Dr. Zulinski, has proven 
that tobacco smoke is a distinct 
poison, although its action upon men 
is very slight unless inhaled in consid- 
erable quantities. He has found that 
the poisonous property is not exclu- 
sively due to nicotine, for tobacco 
smoke contains a second toxical prin- 
ciple called colodine, as well as car- 
bonic oxide and hydrocyanic acid. 
The effects depend largely upon 
the nature of the tobacco and the 
manner of smoking it. The most 
poison 1s derived from the smoking of 
cigars, less from cigarettes, still less 
trom pipes, and -least of all from the 
use of nargiles or any other apparatus 
in which the smoke is passed through 
water. Tobacco which has been arti. 
ficially lightened in color is, in Dr. 
Zulinski’s opinion, more dangerous 
than the darker-kinds. 

Storm Statistics.—In a recent official 
publication, the Chief Signal Officer 
has given a summarized account of 
2730 of the storms which occurred

At 
Paredon Grande, mere than 100 birds 
were found one morning; in one night 
last October 278 were killed by flying 
the lignt-house at Cardenas;

A Story of a New Kose.

The new rose, ‘‘Beauty of America,” 
now the sensation in Washington, has 
a history. It is well known that Mr. 
Bancroft, the historian, has in his 
grounds at Washington, one of the 
rarest and finest collection of roses in 
America, His gardener was _privil- 
eged to take the seeds produced to ex- 
periment on, and thousands of plants 
were raised from these, but only one 
plant showed indications of excellence. 
This was a poor, tiny, neglected one 
growing among others. It probably 
would have been lost to cultivation 
had it not been seen by a florist, who 
purchased the plant two years ago 
from the original grower for the sum 
of seventy-five cents. Two years in 
the hands of this florist has produced 
plants enough to sell this spring for 
$5,000, all of which are already sold 
to New York and Philadelphia in lots 
ranging from 500 to 1,000. These 
plants are but aninch high and cost 
$50 a hundred. |

us to employ the Chinese in this de- 
partment is one against which the ma- 
jority of housekeepers rebel. I know 
that I do, for I do not like the odor of 
the garments washed by these Celes- 
tials, and I should welcome ony. inven- 
tion that would enable me to have my 
washing done at home by the aid of a 
little outside help and without the in- 
convenience and discomfort attendant 
upon the old-fashioned washing-day. 
But lam getting “the cart before the 
horse,”’ as I have not told you yet of 
the practical suggestions whjch I 
found in the “Wide. Awake.” They 
are as follows: 

Secure, if possible, ‘‘that best gift to 
housekeepers, a steam-washer. I can 
never get over wondering at the sim- 
plicity and effectiveness of this little 
contrivance of galvanized’ iron tubes 
which sets the jet of boiling suds 
playing through and tarough the 
boiler of clothes till every spot and 
stain is discharged without the aid of 
hands. With the steam-washer you 
do not soak the clothes, but soap every 
soiled part dry and plunge them into 
the boiling water jo steam half an 
hour. By all rule’ this-ought to set 
the stains, but this is the exception 
which proves the rule beyond our 
common knowledge. Chemistry tells 
us, and experience shows, that heated 
steam, -and soap boiling through 
clothes half an hour is too much for 
mortal soil. Things come out clean, 
but rather sad looking; they need a 
“sudsing’”’ in clear water to wash 
away the grimy boiling fluid; then 
the rinsing in plenty of fair water, 
shaking and bluing, and you hang out 
clothes of -ola-fashioned whiteness 
which soar between you. and the 
blue sky on the line, till the verses 
come into mind about the linen fair 
and white which is the righteousness 
of saints. If washing is worth doing 
at all, it is worth doing well; not with 
ruinous alkalis, but ‘with safe minis— 
ters talea bring out our clothes in 
the purity which is symbol and privi- 
lege. . 

There is nothing vulgar about wash- 
ing—that is, there should not be, need 
not be. 

And lastly, Anna Maria, don’t stint 
your people in clean clothes and 
towels “to save washing.” 
from the time I was a girl the phrase 
should never be heard in my house, 
but everybody should have all the 
‘clean towels and pillow-cases, napkins 
and handkerchiefs they wanted, if I 
had to sit up nights and wash them 
myself. Witb a steam washer, a rocker 
and wringer, you will find it no effort 
to keep the family in the very luxury 
of white linen, snowy toilet-covers, 
ruffled pillow-cases, and vunsullied 
shirts, clean napkins every day and 
dainty tablecloths, se that your 
brothers will never have occasion to 
wish that things might be as nice at
